lery is however that contained in the " Uffizii,"
and dignified with the title of " Imperi.il ami

Royal." Turning out of the Piazza del Gum

Dura, and ascending a broad and lofty staircase,
you pass through two vestibules into a noble

Gallery lined with paintings and sculpture; but

at your first visit you will hastily pass by every-
thing else to reach the- " Tribun»," the shrine ol

the master-pieces of art. Half way down the

gallery, a door on the left is inscribed with this
title. You enter it with beating heart and throb¬

bing pulse as you would the presence chamber
of a Queen.and it is indeed even more.for
here " the Goddess loves in stone and fills the
air around with beauty.'' You stand before the
Venus tie' Medici, who seems bending forward
to greet you with a smile, and whom you are

bound to fall down before and worship, unless

you have the independence not la admire by
prescription or because so many poets' and sages
have set you the example, and have still farther
the misfortuno like myself to be Badiy disap.
pointed in the charms of the divinity. Beautiful
she certainly is, so fnr as graceful curves, rounded
swells, and harmonious outlines can make her so,
but every token of scml is wanting. Were Pyg¬
malion's iniraclo repeated, and life given to her,
she must needs be an idiot willi her little head,
far too small for her body. Some artists too,

more unprejudiced than their fellows, dare to

insinutato that even her mere bodily perfection is

greatly exaggerated, ainco she is now in thirteen

separate pieces, put together by some skilful
restorer (ub Ladies are " made up" by dress,

makers,) and they hint that in the process the

has acquired some parts which belong to other

statues. A distiiiguiehed sculptor from our own

country thinks her far inferior to the Venu»
ffenUrice in another hall of the same Gallery.
This i3 all rank heresy, it is true, but if a man

does not dare to think for himself and to avow

his opinions, however anti-orthodox they may be.
he might much better travel by his own fireside
with the eyes and mind of sucli trust-worthy
voyagers as Madame Starke.
The " Tribuna" is a sumptuous octagon.il

cabinet, with floor of rich marble, pannelcd walls
carved und gilt, and cupola incrustcd with mother

ol-pearl, with a splendor worthy of the mtsl r

pieces of statuary and paintirg which ii en¬

shrines. On one side of the Venus is the group
of the " Wrestlers," with every muscle strained
to its utmost and with limbs entwined in won.

drouB complication. For spirited reality and
success over mechanical difficulties it is unsttr.

pasted by even the Laocoon. On the other side
is the puzzling " Arrotino" a man stooping on

one knee to sharpen a knife, and at the same

*ime looking eagerly upwards. A dozen theories
..avebcen started to explain the meaning of this
statue, but all arc merely conjectural, and there-
fore to be believed only in proportion to their

plausibility. The one at present most in vogue
calls it the slave who is recorded as having dis¬
covered in such a position the conspiracy of the
sons of Brutus. Others would raise it to the
dignity of representing Cincinnalus; and others

again would degrade it to the Scythian sltvc

employed to flay Marsyas, as ho is sculptured in

precisely such an attit'tde on a sarcophagus in
the Roman church of ' St. Paul without the walls.'
Lord Byron is among these latter critics, but
who shall decide where so many doctors disa-

gree ? Two other statues.Apollo and a dancing
Faun.complete the Quintette, and sjme two

dozen choice pictures cover the walls, one-fourth
of their number by the " divine Raphael." Most
of them will disappoint the visitor, who expects
that the beauties of a great painting will strike
him vividly and suddenly, like a flash of light¬
ning. The only pictures which at all approach
to this effect aro Rubcna' Crucifixion at Antwerp,
Correggio's Saint Jerome at Parma, and Titian's
Magdalen at Venice. All the rest require fre-

quent and deep study before a titho of their ex¬

cellencies appear. We new! a special education
to be enabled to appreciate, or even to understand
their merits. This becomes self-evident when
we call to mind that Painting is only a peculiar
mode of expressing certain ideas, and is therefore
a veritable language, which wo must learn letter

by letter before we can attain a comprehension of

its whole import. As well might we expect
that a foreigner, who had learnt just enough
English to order his dinner, should be able to

comprehend tho delicate shades of beauty in
Paradise Lost, as hope, that when we have made
some such progress in the alphabet of the Fine-
Arts, we shall lind ourselves capable of apprecia¬
ting their masterpieces.

Quitting the Tribuna for the present, let us

rcenter the grand gallery. It occupies the upper
floor of the Palace of the Uffizii, and runs down
one side of the street, crosses it by a covered

gallery (like the Venetian Bridge of Sighs which
is here, in harmony with the difference in the
Governments, changed into a Bridge of Pleasure)
and runs up the other side, like the letter II with
its croaa-lino transferred to its top. All this is

merely the grand corridor, (from which branch
off_yarious other saloons like the Tribuna,) but
in itM-lf it is a great gallery. Its floor is of mar-
bin ; its ceiling iB richly painted with subjects
fnim he history of Florence, and a frieze of por¬
traits 'tins along the top of the walls, which are

farther covered with paintings chiefly of the

early Tuscan school. Between these are ranged
statues, busts, sarcophagi and basso-relievos,
while larger groups meet you at intervals in the

Bliddie 0i' the corridor. Among them are the

lii'o-hk si epherd taking the thorn from his foot,
the dra, .< Urania, Michael AngeiVs mock-an-

tique "i-schus and Faun," and BandinclL's
Ine copy i1 the Laocoon which be modestly pre-
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ferred to the original. A very complete series
of busts of the Roman Emperor* from Caesar to
Censtantine is ranged along the walls, and it is
very curious to compare their authentic features
with, their well-known character.1*, and to notice

how completely they overthrow the ordinary rules
of physiognomy. The cruel Nero appears as a

mild child with a sweet smile arid a noble lore,

head; the virtuous and intclle.;'ual Vespasian
looks like a stupid voluptuary ; and the infamous
Coliüula hüb a lace of harmlos honesty.

Returning to the shrine <>f the Venu«, we will
gl iure at some of ir.c pictures. Riphcfl'* por¬
trait of the '. Fornarina" is one of the most p- pu
lar, and is exquis lely beault'ul, though its r.»und
fulness and rich warmth of tone are so unlike
his usual pure simplicity, that many critics doubt
us authenticity, and attribute it to Giorgione
tiic Venetian, who has left tine very like it in the
gallery of the Due of Modena, and who died of
love at the age of thirty three, four years younger
than Raphael himself. When we find connois¬
seurs upon the very spot thus differing upon the
genuineness of a strongly characterized painting
attributed to the very Prince of Painters, we

may judge how absurd is the positive certainty
with which amateurs even in America often
pronounce upon the painter of a picture which a

skilful cl<lauer has half restored, half created, out

of a blackened canvass. It now seems admitted
that the history of a picture and the possibility of
tracing it from the original possessor to its latest
owner is the only sure test, and is far beyond the
best marked signature or execution. But on the
other hand every painter of originality has a

'. vie of his o wn, as strongly marked as that of
an author,and you soon learn to name their works
in a gallery as readily us you would recagnizo a

new poem by a favorite poet. Raphael can no

more be mistaken for Titian than Byron for
Burns, nor Michael Angelo for Cailo Dolce than
Milton for Moore. Others may however imitate
their mere style without approaching their genius,
and they themselves may from whim occasionally
adopt a different manner, and hence arise the
doubts which make the most finished connois-
seurshij) sometimes uncertain.

Raphael'* "St. John preaching in the desert''
is also in the Trillium. Iis authenticity haa
likewise been doubted, though perhaps without
reason, as it has remained here since 1589. In
spite of the spirit of the attitude aiid tho perfec¬
tion of the execution, there is a heavy animal
expression in the face, which has been lately ex-

plained by the discovery that the painter'n model
was a handsome negro boy who had found his
way to Italy. Near it hangs Titian's Venus,
which American prudery (which I find quite
proverbial among the English) would cover with
a thick veil, as indeed it would half the gems ol

the gallery, though here they are interspersed
with the most sacred subjects. Which nation is
in the right, or does the truest taste lie between
the two extremes I
The Tuscan pictures are chiefly contained in

two rooms on the left of the Tribune. Among
them arc Bvonzinu's " Descent of Christ into
Hades," (which rivals Michael Angelo ;) his
fascinating portrait of the famous Bianca Capcl
lo; Ghirlandaio's Saint Zanobio.mid many more

well worthy examination ; but most beautiful ol
.dl i» the " Snitit Cecilia," of Carlo Dol-e. M«.ri
of the productions of this master are too cloy,
ingly sweet, as his surname imports, but this

gem of beauty has his highest merits without

«ny of his defects. A celestial light streams from
a wound in the neck of the lovely martyr, but
ske looks earnestly upwards in eager rapture as

if her faith conquered her agony. Its charm is
of the highest order.that of expression.and
is of that rare excellence, which increases and

improves at each visit in unceasing progression.
It is rivaled only by the " Poesy" of the same

painter in the Corsini Palace. Carlo Dolce hau
a wife and five daughters, all beiutifui.ho al¬

ways took thctn for his models, for he could have
found none belter.and being very religious
withal, he has repeated their faces again and

igain, under the names und with the attributes
of all the saints in the calendar. Shint Cecilia
is said to be a portrait of his youngest daughter,
for tradition has remembered the original ol

each, though they lived two hundred years ago,
so affectionate and personal is the attachment to

the arts in this their earthly Paradise; and when
I exclaimed to the old cicerone (who shewed me

a dozim of these portraits, nil resembling and yet
all differently charming.) " What a beautiful
family Carlo Dolce must have had ?" he replied,
as if they were his own intimate friends, " ah

yes, signorc ; beautiful and good !M
The Flemish, German and Dutch pictures arc

on the right of the Tribuna. Tho specimens ol
Rubens do him great injustice, and he can never

be duly appreciated, except in his native Flan¬
ders. There is a delightful little landscape by
Ruysdael, very simply composed, with an old
tree, which you almost sec wave in the wind,
and around which a road winds toward the dis¬
tant groves in tho low horizon ; but, simplo as it
is, " a man long pent in city walls " might ac¬

cept it as a most welcome and refreshing substi¬
tute for the rural reality. In an adjoining room

hangs a marine view by Claude Lorraine, with
an infinite distance of atmosphere seeming to run

miles back, into the picture, and with translucent
waves which the golden light of the setting sun

seems to shine not upon, but into and through,
and to interpenetrate their very substance. Mr.
G. L. Brown, one of the very best of our land,

scape painters, is now copying it most faithfully
for a gentleman of New-York, and its arrival
there will be a source of great enjoyment to alj
stay-at-home amateurs. The Venetian paintings
occupy the two next rooms, and most admired
among them is Titian's ' Flora,' so often copied
and engraved ; she is drawing her white drapery
over her bosom with her left hand, and holding
n her right the flowers which give the picture
its name.

All these painters and a hundred more, whom
I have not space to name, soon seem to you like
old friends. You learn to recognize their wurka

jit sight and become familiar with their various

peculiarities of taste and feeling, from which you
unconsciously form to yourself an opinion of their
character. You then become anxious to see the
faces of those who have given you so much

pleasure,.and to compare your imaginings with
the reality. Your wishes have been anticipated
by tho liberality of the Princes who have col¬
lected this Gallery for your enjoyment, and they
have here brought together five hundred portraits
of artists, painted by themselves. The ro» ms

which they occupy are among the most interest¬

ing of all, and I found myself revisiting them

again and again to salute my old friends and
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recognize new ones. You are less often disap¬
pointed in your expectations of their appearance
than in th^ parallel case of the portraits of a uth"rs,
for here you find necessarily the style which you
already know; and even if a painter's character
be not biitter shown in his works than an author'f,
the artist, in representing h s own countenance,
will at least assimilate its expres-ion to the feel

ing which he wishes to convey in his great pic
tures. Raphael*» portrait, harmonises peifectlv
with our preconceived opinion of him, and poa.
sesees a spiritual beaut; pervaded by t touching
me'anch' ly, which seems to foreshadow his un¬

timely de-nh in tho meridian of life. Titian
looks venerabiy noble, and you are surprised by
gray hairs on one who si reveled in g*y and

luxurious Subjects. Sahutor Rosa, with a fierce
block mousiaohc and disordered hair, is us wild
and band.t-like as his savage landscapes. Tin
poetic Guido appears, however, like a Flemish
Burgomaster. Velasquez might well pass for a

Spanish Grandee. Rembrandt, true to his cus¬

tom, has made his face a spot of light in the dark
eanvass. The pious Pcrugino bears a key with
the rnolto, so appropriate to him, of ' Fear God.'
Carlo Dolce looks sad and depressed, in spite of
his family, ' beautiful and goHd.' lie holds his
painted profile in his hand, but another artist,
Catalleri, gives no less than three views of him¬
self ; you see the back of his head as he siu paint¬
ing his front face on the easel, while a side view
is reflected from a glass. Madame Le Brun is
of course pretty, as a lady's portrait cannot fail
to be when she paints it herself.
A spacious hall contains the deeply tragic

statues «f Niobe and her children. All are fail¬
ing in death beneath the darts of the offended
gods. Some are already struck to the earth ;

one is stretched out in a painfully real semblance
of death ; others seem vainly struggling against
their irresistible slayers, and Niobe herself is draw-
ing to her the youngest of her fourteen children,
and looking up in her maternal agony in the very
attitude whicii Ovid must have had in his mind
when he wrote.

" The Inn remained, whom then the Mother strove
With nil her body, nil her robes, to hide;

" 'Ah! leave me ..He, the least ..f nil,' she cried,' Ol nil I mk the lenst, and only one.' "

More than two thousand pictures are contained
in this Gallery, beside statues, antique vases,
bronzes, inscriptions, medals, gems, drawings
and engravings almost without number ; ond all
this magnificent Collection was offered to Greil
Britain for £100,000 at the time that the French
invasion was feared.with too much reason, as

it afterward proved. Tiie Prime Minister, Pitt,
let slip the golden opportunity for England, and
the Gallery remains in this more genial at mos

phcre, though England has since paid a yet
larger sum (£103,500) for only fifiy-one paint¬
ings, which are now deposited in her very in¬
complete ' National Gallery.' In these peaceful
times no conceivable amount of money could

purchase the Florentine Gallery ; hut its treasures

arc most generously opened by the Grand Duke
for the enjoyment of all strangers " without
money and without price." You walk into the
noble halls and study by the hour the glories ol
art as if they were your own.and so they are in
reality, for you have all the pleasure and the
Grand Duke has the trouble of taking care ol
hem.
When shall our own city possess.not auch n

gallery.that is impossible.but any ut all I It
is needless, at this late duy, and after the argu¬
menta so ably urged by your persevering corns

pondent in the "New-Yorker," to dwell upon
the tendency of the Fine Arts to elevate the

thoughts,improve the taste and therefore human,
izc the mind. No one disputes these advanta¬

ges, but all neglect to secure them. The Tones
of Great Britain have gone far beyond us Re-

publicans, for their National Gallery is free to all,
and more than five hundred thousand visitors are

annually admitted at a total cost of £1,000 or a

nal'pcnny each.one cent each for all the pleasure
nid instruction of half a million of the people !

(t is time for u6 to wake up from our lethargy;
and from some allusions in the American papers,
( infer that some steps in the matter have at last
been taken, to which every good citizen will

give all the aid in his power. Let the Corpora-
t on, in behalf of the people generally, provide a

permanent building, well secured from lire (and
that is now possible even in New-York with the
aid of the Croton;) let those individuals yvho
have the taste and the means procure a nucleus
by subscripiion; instead of doubtful, inferior
and costly originals, let good American Artists
be employed to make copies of tho masterpieces
abroad with which every one is familiar by name;
as the funds increase add the works of our Arne-
rican sculptors, Crawford, Powers, Grcenough
and the rest, whom we are proud to claim as our

countrymen; gifts and legacies will soon swell
the collection, and New-York would then have
the honor and the benefits of a great Public Gal¬

lery of the Fine Arts. W. M. G.
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The German Treaty.
The trna'y latelj negotiated between Prussia

f'H the part of the Germ .nie Customs Union, and
the [ nited Sinters, which was laid before the Sen¬
ate for ratification, has not, so far as wo arc

aw«re. hpen published entire. The Senate, as we

anticipated from the time its purp< rt became
known, h-s declined to ratify it. on the ground
that it is an undue interference with the powers
hi t xinglTBS tn regulate commerce and establir-h
revenue laws. The National Intelligencer of

Wednesday publishes the report of the Senate
Committee on Furt en R. a'.inris upon the treaty,
in which they express the opinion '-that the Sen¬

ate nullit rot to advise fcnri consent to the m.lo¬
cation." This report was accepted. It embraces
the first article of the Treaty, consisting of that

part of it which stipulates for the reduction on the
established rates of duty, in favor of certain spe.
cified articles of German manufacture. These
are more numerous and extensive than has been
generally supposed. The report is as follows:
The Onmmitte on Foreign Relation.9, to whom

was referred the message of the President of the
United States, transmitiin? a commercial con.
vention between the United States and Pruftät
ami the other States of the Germanic Confedera.
tion of Customs and Commerce, and to whom was

referred the said convention, report:
That the Senate ooght not to ariyige and con¬

sent to the ratification of the convention alorc-
said.

In submitting; this report, the committee do not
think it necessary to say anything oh the general
object sought to he accomplished by the conven¬

tion, or on the details of the actual urranzement
nor to attempt to determine, by lhe weight and;
measurcof ttie reciprocal concessions,which Guv-
ernment. if either, ha* the best of the transac¬
tion. These subjects have not escaped their no-

ticc; but they propose to confine themselves to a

very briefexhibition of another and single ground,
upon which, without reference to the particular
merits of the treaty, they advise against its ratifi¬
cation.

The. committee, then, are not prepared to sanc¬

tion so large an innovation upon ancient and uni-
form practice in respect of the department of
Government by which duties on imports shall be
imposed. Tin; convention which h.-.s been sub¬
mitted to the Senate changes duties which have
been laid by law. It changes them either ex tli.
recto, and by its own vigor, or it engages ibe
faith of the nation and the faith of the Legisla¬
ture, through which the nation acts, to make the
change. In either aspect, it is the President and
Senate who, by the instrumentality of negotiation,
repeal or niatcriaiir mi, r«*-ul»tinnoof mmmoret
and laws of revenue which Congress bad or¬

dained. More than this : the Executive depart¬
ment, by the same instrumentality of negotiation,
places it beyond the power of Congress to exceed
the stipulated maximum of impost duties for at
least three years, whatever exigency may inter¬
vene to require it.

In the judgment of the committee, the Legis,
lature is. the department of Government by which
commerce should be regulated and laws of reve¬

nue be passed. The Constitution in terms coin-

municates the power to regulate commerce und
to impose duties to that department. It commu¬
nicates it, in terms, to no other. Without en-

gaging at all in an examination of the extent,
limits, ami objects of the power to make treaties,
the committee believe that the general rule of our

system is, indisputably, that the control of trade
and the functions uf taxing belong, without

ibridgement or p irticipation, to Congress. They
infer this from the language of the Constitution,
from the nature ami principles of our Gnvnm.
¦nenr, from the theory of republican liberty itself,
from ihe unvaried practice, evidencing the urn.
vi rsal belief of all, in all periods, and of all par-
ties and opinions. They think, tin, that, us the
general rule, the Representatives of the People,
sitting in their legislative capacity, with ripen
doors, under the eye of tne country, communica.
ting freely with their constituents, may exercise
this power more intelligently, more discreetly;
may acquire more accurate and more minute in.

loruiation concerning the employments and the
interests on which this description of measures

will press; and may better discern what true

policy prescribes und rejects than is within the
c irnpetenee of the Executive department of the
Government.
To follow, not to lead ; to fulfil, not to ordain

the law ; to carry into effect, by negotiation and
compact with foreign Governments, the legisda-
tive will, when it has been announced, upon the

great subjects of Trade and Revenue, not to inter¬
pose with controlling influence.not to go for¬
ward with too Hiiibitious enterprise; these seem

to the committee to be the appropriate functions
of the Executive.

Holding this to be the general rule upon the
subject, the committee discern nothing in the
circumstances of this case.nothing in the object
to be attained or in the difficulties in the way ol
.tttaining it.which should induce a departure
from the' rule. If Congress think the proposed
arrangement a beneficial one, it is quite easy to
pass a law which shall impose the rates of duties
contemplated by it, to take effect when satisfac¬
tory iniormaiioti is conveyed to the President that
the stipulated equivalents are properly sccun d.
Upon Ulis single ground, then, the committee

advise thi.t the treaty be rejected. It may help
to reconcile the Senate to this conclusion if they
add that they do not regard the stipulated con-

cessions of the foreign contracting Power as in
any degree equivalent to the considerations by
which we obtain them. Against the imposition
of a duty on Cotton, and against the enhance¬
ment of the duty on Rtce, we have in the enlight¬
ened self-interest of Germany all, or almost all,
the security, which we could have in her plight-
ed faith, sacred and inviolable as that would
ever be.
The gain to the United States is confined to a

restriction of the duty on Lard to 137 cents on

the centner, a measure of weight equivalent to

113 pounds ; and the reduction of the imposition
on Tobacco in leaf of about a cent, and on the
siems of tobacco of a cent and a third per pound.
On a liberal estimateof the addition which might
be expected in the consumption of tobacco from
this rale of reduction of duty, in the Statesof the
Zoll Verein, it cannot be counted a? extendinz
bsyond a few thousand.say from live to sis
thousand hogsheads a year. Tnis estimate is
formed on the rate of progression for some years

past of the export of Tobacco from the United
States to Germany. The price of Tobacco, inde.

pendently of the reduction which might follow a

diminished rate o: duty, is already so moderate
in the Zoll Verein States that increased- con-

sumption to any considerable extent can hardly
be inferred as the effect of the diminution.

Such, then, is the paucity of advantages pro¬
mised from the acceptance of the treaty. To
these are to be opposed the reductions of duty
conceded in compensation, extending to whole
classes and large varieties of articles comprehend,
ed in our present tariff, and descending to rates
of twenty, fifteen, and ten per cent.

The mere statement, independently of detailed

estimates, which the Committee h^s had no time
to mature, demonstrates on its face the. inequality
of the concessions of the treaty. To this result
is to be added the loss of duties to the United
>ttttt-F, in the event that it should be found that

Bcation.
